Kolkata, the 26th February, 2004 

No. Admn./ 5 / 7771 .—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 19 , read with Sub- 

section (2) of section 12 of the Banking Companies (Acquisition and Transfer of 
Undertakings) Act, 1970 (5 of 1970), the Board of Directors of the Allahabad Bank 
in consultation with the Reserve Bank of India and with the previous sanction of the 
Central Government hereby makes the following regulations further to amend 
Allahabad Bank (Employees') Pension Regulations - 1995, namely :- 
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1. (1) These regulations may be called the Allahabad Bank (Employees') 
Pension (Amendment) Regulations, 2003. 

(2) Save as otherwise expressly provided in these regulations, they shall 
come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

\ 

2. In the Allahabad Bank (Employees') Pension Regulations, 1995 
(a) in Regulation 2, 

(i) for sub-regulation (n), the following sub-regulation shall be 
substituted, namely 

"(n) 'employee' means any person employed in the service of the 
Bank, whether as a workman on full time work on permanent basis or 
on part-time work on permanent basis on scale wages or as an officer 
and who opts and is governed by these regulations, but does not 
include a person employed either on contract basis or daily wage basis 
or on consolidated wages/'; 

(ii) in sub-regulation (o), for clause (c), the following clauses shall be 
substituted, namely :- 

"(c) son or unmarried daughter or widowed/divorced daughter, who 
has not attained the age of twenty-five years, including such son or 
daughter adopted legally." 

"(d) parents who were wholly dependent on the employee when 
he/she was alive, provided the deceased employee had left behind 
neither a widow/widower nor a child." 

(iii) for sub-regulation (s), the following sub-regulation shall be 
substituted namely :- 

"(s) "Pay" includes, - 

"(a) in relation to a workman who had either retired or died on 
or after the 1 st day of January/ 1986 but before the 1 st day of 
November, 1992; and in relation to an officer who had either retired or 
/ died on or after the 1 st day of January, 1986 but before the 1 st day of 
JUdy, 1993, - 

VjrJ' -• 

i) the basic pay including stagnation increments, if any; and 

ii) all allowances counted for the purposes of making contribution 
to the Provident Fund and for the payment of dearness 
allowance; 

(b) in relation to a workman who retired or died while in service 
on or after the 1 st day of November, 1992; and in relation to an officer 
who retired or died while in service on or after the 1 st day of July, 
0 , *,1993,- 

i) the basic pay including stagnation increments, if any; and 

ii) all allowances counted for the purpose of making contribution to 
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the Provident Fund and for the payment of dearness allowance; 
and 

iii) increment component of Fixed Personal Allowance; 

(c) in relation to an employee who retired or died while in 
service on or after the 1 st day of April, 1998 - 

i) the basic pay including stagnation increments, if any; and 

ii) all other components of pay counted for the purpose of making 
contributions to the Provident Fund and for the payment of 
dearness allowance; and 

iii) increment component of Fixed Personal Allowance; and 

iv) dearness allowance thereon on the above calculated upto Index 
number 1616 points in the All India Average Consumer Price 
Index for Industrial Workers in the series 1960=100. 

Explanation: 

For the purpose of this clause basic pay, other components of pay and Fixed 
Personal Allowance would mean the basic pay, other components of pay and Fixed 
Personal Allowance drawn by the employee in terms of the scales of pay as 
applicable and the rates at which the other components of pay were payable prior 
to l.li.,997 ( in i:hp case of workmen) and prior to 1.4.1998 ( in the case of 
officers); 

(b) in Regulation 3, 

(i) in sub-regulation (1), in clause (c), after the words '....aforesaid 
amount to the Bank' the words 'or till the 1 st day of April, 1995 
whichever is earlier' shall be added; 

(ii) in sub-regulation (7), in clause (b), after the words '. aforesaid 

amount to the bank' the words 'or till the 1 st day of April, 1995, 
whichever is earlier shall be added; 

(iii) after sub-regulation (9), the following sub-regulation shall be inserted, 
namely 

"(10) Not withstanding anything contained in sub-regulations 
(2), (5), (6) and (8), in cases where an employee had retired/died 
after retirement on or after the 1 st day of November, 1993 but on or 
before the 1 st day of April, 1995 or where an employee had died while 
in service of the Bank on or after the 1 st day of November, 1993 but 
on or before the 1 st day of April, 1995 such an employee or the family 
of the deceased employee, as the case may be, shall refund within the 
period specified in aforesaid sub-regulations the entire amount of the

(c) for Regulation 12, the following regulation shall be substituted, namely 
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"12. Investment of the Fund. - All moneys contributed to the Fund or 
received or accruing after that date by way of interest or otherwise to 
the Fund, may be deposited in a Post Office Savings Bank Account in 
India or in a current account or in a savings account with any 
scheduled bank or utilised in making payment of pensionary benefits in 
accordance with Pension Regulations and to the extent such moneys 
as are not so deposited or utilised shall be invested in the manner 
specified in sub-rule (2) of rule 67 of Income Tax Rules, 1962."; 

(d) in regulation 18, the following proviso shall be inserted, namely 

"Provided that provisions of this regulation shall not apply for 
determining the minimum service required to make an employee eligible for 
pension."; 

(e) in Regulation 27, for sub-regulation (2), the following sub-regulations shall be 
substituted, namely 

(2) For the purpose of calculating the amount of pension in respect of a 
part time employee who was/is initially recruited on a lower scale 
wage and later fitted on higher scale wages including full scale wages, 
the length of qualifying service shall be determined in accordance with 
Appendix IV. 

(3) In respect of part time employees who continue to be in the same 

scale wages since their recruitment, for the purpose of calculating the 
amount of pension, the actual service put in shall be taken as 
qualifying service. In such cases the actual pay drawn on scale wages 
at the time of retirement shall be reckoned for the purpose of average 
emoluments. , V*. 

N ot e v , 

The actual service/qualifying service shall be calculated from the date 
of recruitment or 1.9.1978, whichever is later."; 

(f) in Regulation 32, the word 'and' shall be inserted at the end of clause (a); 

(g) in Regulation 33, for sub-regulation (1), the following sub-regulation shaM be 
substituted, namely 

"(1) An employee compulsorily retired from service as a penalty on or after 
1 st day of November, 1993 in terms of Allahabad Bank Officer 
Employees' (Discipline and Appeal) Regulations, 1976 or awards/ 
settlements may be granted by the authority higher than the authority 
competent to impose such penalty, pension at a rate not less than 
two-thirds and not more than full pension admissible to him on the 
date of his compulsory retirement if otherwise he was entitled to such 
pension on superannuation on that date." 

(h) in Regulation 34, for sub-regulation (2), the following sub-regulation shall be 
substituted, namely 
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"(2) The family of a deceased employee governed by the provisions 
contained in sub-regulation (7) of regulation 3 shall be eligible for 
pension or family pension as the case may be, with effect from 1 st day 
of November, 1993."; 

(i) in Regulation 35, for sub-regulation (1), the following sub-regulation shall be 
substituted, namely :- 

"(1) Basic Pension and additional pension, wherever applicable, shall be 
updated as per the formulae given in Appendix I."; 

(j) for Regulation 36, the following regulation shall be substituted, namely :- 

"36. Minimum Pension - The amount of minimum pension shall be, - 

(a) rupees three hundred and seventy five per month in respect of an 
employee other than a part-time employee where the employee had 
retired before 1 st day of November, 1992 (in case of workmen) or before 
1 st day of July, 1993 ( in case of officers) and proportionate amount 
thereof in relation to the rate of scale of wages in the case of a part-time 
employee who had retired before the 1 st day of November, 1992; 

(b) rupees seven hundred and twenty per month in respect of an 
employee other than a part-time employee, where the employee retired 
on or after the 1 st day of November, 1992 ( in case of workmen) or on or 
after the 1 st day of July, 1993 ( in the case of officers) and proportionate 
amount thereof in relation to the rate of scale of wages in the case of a 
part-time employee who retired on or after the 1 st day of November, 
1992. 

(c) rupees one thousand and fifteen per month in respect of an employee 
other than a part-time employee where the employee retired on or after 
the 1 st day of April, 1998 and rupees three hundred and thirty nine per 
month in respect of a part-time employee drawing 1/3 scale wages, 
rupees five hundred and eight per month in respect of a part-time 
employee drawing V 2 scale wages and rupees seven hundred and sixty two 
per month in respect of a part-time employee drawing 3 A scale wages 
where the part-time employee retired on or after the 1 st day of April, 
1998."; 

(k) in Regulation *39, - 

(i) in sub-regulation (1), the following proviso shall be inserted, namely 

"Provided that in respect of employees who were in the service 
of the bank on or after the 1 st day of January, 1986 and had died while 
in service on or before the 31 st day of October, 1987 or had retired on 
or before 31 st day of October 1987 but died later, the family of the 
deceased shall be entitled to family pension, the amount of which shall 
be determined in accordance with Appendix V." 

(ii) in sub-regulation (3), in clause (a), in sub-clause (ii), the words, 
bracket, letter 'or clause (b)' shall be deleted; 
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(in) in sub-regulation (3), in clause (a), after sub-clause (ii), the following 
proviso shall be inserted, namely :- 


"Provided that In no case the amount of family pension 
determined under this clause shall exceed the pension authorised on 
retirement from the Bank. If the pension authorised to the employee 
on his retirement is less than the amount of family pension at the 
ordinary rates, then, the family shall be allowed family pension at the 
ordinary rates. * 

Explanation : For the purpose of this sub^ctfcuse, "pension authorised 
on retirement" includes part of the pensiolfwhich the retired employee 
might have commuted before death." 


(I) in Regulation 40, 

(i) in sub-regulation (I), for clauses (b) and (c), the following clauses 
shall be substituted, namely : #0 

"(b) in the case of a son or daughter (including widowed/divorced) 
till he/she attains the age of twenty five years or upto the date of 
his/her marriage/remarriage, whichever is earlier;

able to sons/daughters 
(including widowed/divorced) shall be discontinued/not admissible 
when the eligible son/daughter starts earning a sum in excess of Rs. 
2550/- per ^nonth from employment in Government/private 
sector/^lf-employment, etc. 

• Provided further that if the son or daughter of an employee is 

suffering from any disorder or disability of mind or is physically 
crippled or disabled so as to render him or her unable to earn a living 
even after attaining the age of twenty five years, the family pension 
shall b^jayable to such son or daughter for life subject to the 
followin^onditions, namely :~ 

(i) if such son or-daughter Jfcpne among two or more children of 
the employee, the fami*pension #iall be initially payable to 
‘ the minor children in the order set out in clause (e) of sub¬ 
regulation ( 1 ) until the last minor child, attains the age of 
twenty-five years and thereafter the family pension shall be 
resumed In favour of the son or daughter suffering from 
disorder or disability of mind or who is physically crinpled or 
disabled and shall be payable to him or her for life; 

(ii) If there are more than one such children suffering from 
disorder or disability of mind or who are physically crippled or 
disabled, the family pension shall be paid in the order of their 
birth and the younger of them will get the family pension only 
after the elder next above him or her ceases to be eligible : 


Provided that where the family pension is payable to such 
twin children it shall be paid in the manner set out in clause (f) 
of sub-regulation ( 1 ); 
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(iii) the family pension shall be paid to such son or daughter 
through the guardian as if he or she were a minor except in 
the case of a physically crippled son or daughter who has 
attained the age of majority; 

(iv) before allowing the family pension for life to any such son or 
daughter, the Competent authority shall satisfy that the 
handicap is of such a nature as to prevent him or her from 
earning his or her livelihood and the same shall be evidenced 
by a certificate obtained from a medical officer approved by the 
Bank, setting out, as far as possible, uie exact mental or 
physical condition of the child; 

(v) The person receiving the family pension as guardian of such son 
or daughter or such son or daughter not receiving the family 
pension through a guardian shall produce every three years a 
certificate froni a medical officer approved by the Bank to the 
effect that he or she continues to suffer from disorder or 
disabilit' of mind or continues to be physically crippled or 
disabled. 

Explanation - The grant of family pension to disabled children 
beyond the age limit specified in this regulation is subject to the 
following conditions, namely-

(i) a daughter shall become ineligible for family pension under this 
sub-regulation from the date she gets married; 

(ii) the family pension payable to such son or daughter shall be 
stopped if he or she starts earning his or her livelihood. In such 
cases, it shall be the duty of the guardian or son or daughter to 
furnish a certificate to the Bank every month that - 

(A) he or she has not started earning his or her livelihood; 

(B) incase of daughter that she has not yet married;" 

"( c) In the case of parents the family pension payable shall be 
discontinued/not admissible if the income of one of the parents or the 
aggregate income of both the parents from employment in 
Government/private sector/self-employment etc. exceeds Rs. 2550/- 
per month," 

(ii) for sub-regulation (4), the following sub-regulation shall be 
substituted, namely :- 

"(4) In case both wife and husband are employees of the Bank and 
are governed by the provisions of this regulation and one of them dies 
while in service or after retirement, the family pension in respect of 
the deceased shall be payable to the surviving husband or wife and in 
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the event of death of the husband or wife, the surviving child or 
children shall be granted the two family pensions in respect of the 
deceased parents subject to the limits specified below, namely :- 

(a) If the Surviving child or children is or are eligible to draw two 
family pensions at the rates mentioned in sub-ciause (i) of clause 
(a) and sub-clause (i) of clause (b) of sub-regulation (3) of 
regulation 39, the amount of both pensions shall be limited to - 

(i) two thousand five hundred rupees only per mensem in respect 
of employees who retired or died while in service prior to the 
1 st day of November, 1992 (in the case of workmen) or prior 
to 1 st day of July 1993 (in the case of officers); 

(ii) four thousand eight hundred rupees per mensem only in 
respect of employees who retired or diec on or after the 1 st 
day of November, 1992 (in the case of workmen) or on or

(iii) six thousand seven hundred and fifty six rupees per mensem 
only in respect of employees, both officers and workmen, who 
retired or died on or after 1 st day of April, 1998. 

(b) If one of the family pensions ceases to be payable at the 
rates mentioned in sub-clause (i) of clause (a) or sub-clause (i) of 
clause (b) of sub-regulation (3) of regulation 39 and in lieu thereof 
the family pension at the rate mentioned in sub-regulation (1) of 
regulation 39 becomes payable, the amount of both the pensions 
shall also be limited to - 

(i) two thousand five hundred rupees only per mensem in respect 
of employees who retired or died while in service prior to the 
1 st day of November, 1992 (in case of workmen) or prior to 1 st 
day of July, 1993 (in the case of Officers); 

(ii) four thousand eight hundred rupees per mensem'only in 
respect of employees who retired or died on or after the 1 st 
day of November, 1992 (in the case of workmen) or on or after 
1 st day of July, 1993 (in the case of officers); and 

(iii) six thousand seven hundred and fifty six rupees per mensem 
only in respect of employees, both officers and workmen, who 
retired or died on or after 1 st day of April, 1998. 

(c) if both the family pensions are payable at the rate 
mentioned in sub-regulation (1) of regulation 39 amount of the two 
pensions shall be limited to - 

(i) one thousand two hundred and fifty rupees per mensem in the 
case of employees who retired or died while in service prior to 
the 1 st day of November, 1992 (in the case of workmen) or 1 st 
day of July, 1993 (in the case of officers); 
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(ii) two thousand four hundred rupees per mensem in respect of 
employees who retired or died on or after the 1 st day of 
November, 1992 (in the case of workmen) or on or after 1 st day 
of July, 1993 (in the case of officers); and 

(iii) three thousand three hundred and seventy eight in respect of 
employees (both officers and workmen) who retired or died on 
or after 1 st day of April; 1998."; 

(iii) in sub-regulation (5), for the proviso to clause (c), the following 
proviso shall be substituted namely 

"Provided that on the share or shares of family pensioTrpayable to 
such a child or children or-to widow or widows ceasing to be 
payable, such share or shares, shall not lapse, but shall be payable to 
the other widow or widows and/or *to the other child or children 
otherwise eligible, in equal shares, or if there is only one widow or 
child, in full, to such widow or child." 

(iv) in sub-regulation (5), after clause (c), the following clause shall be 
inserted namely 

"(ca) Where the deceased employee or pensioner is survived by a 
widow but has left behind eligible child or children from a divorced wife 
or wives, such eligible child or children shall be entitled to the share of 
family pension which the mother would have received at the time of 
the death of the employee or pensioner had she not been so divorced: 

Provided that on the share or shares of family pension payable 
to such a child or children or to a widow ceasing to be payable, such 
share or shares, shall not lapse, but shall be payable to the other 
widow or widows and/or to the other child or children otherwise 
eligible, in equal shares, or if there is only one widow or child, in full, 
to such widow or child." 

(m) In regulation 41,-- 

(a) in sub-regulation (4), for the Notes, the following shall be substituted, 

namely :- • • 

"Note - 

The Table above indicates the commuted value of pension expressed 
as number of years' purchase with reference to the age of the 
pensioner as on his next birthday. The commuted value in the case of 
an employee retiring at the age of fifty eight years is 10.46 years' 
purchase and, therefore, if he commutes rupees one hundred from his 
pension within one year of retirement, the lumpsum amount payable 
to him works out to Rs.100 x 10.46 x 12 = Rs. 12,552."; 

(b) after the Note as inserted above, the following sub-regulations shall be 
inserted namely :- 

.(5) An employee who had commuted the admissible portion of 
pension is entitled to have the commuted portion of the pension 
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restored, after the expiry of a period of fifteen years from the 
date of commutation. 

(6) An applicant who is authorized a superannuation pension, 
voluntary retirement pension, premature retirement pension, 
compulsory retirement pension, invalid pension or 
compassionate allowance shall be eligible to commute a fraction 
of his pension under these regulations. 

(7) In the case of a pensioner eligible for superannuation pension or 
pension on voluntary retirement or premature retirement 
pension, no medical examination shall be necessary, ^if the 
application for commutation is made within one year from the 
date of retirement However, if such a pensioner applies for 
commutation of pension after one year from the date of his 
retirement, the. same will be permitted subject to medical 
examination: 

Provided that in the case of an applicant who is in receipt 
of a provisional pension as in Regulation 46 and for whom 
pension in whole or in part on the finalisation of the 
departmental or judicial proceedings has been authorised, the 
period of one year referred to in this sub-regulation shall reckon 
- from the date of issue of the orders consequent upon the 
finalisation of the departmental or judicial proceedings. 

(8) An applicant who- 

(i) retires on Invalid pension under regulation 30 of these 

regulations; or 

(II) , is in receipt of compassionate allowance under regulation 31 
. of these regulations; or 

(ill) is compulsorily retired by the bank and is eligible for 
compulsory retirement pension under regulation 33 

shall be eligible to commute a fraction of his pension subject to 
the limit specified in sub-regulation (1) after he has been 
declared fit by a medical officer approved by the Bank. 

(9) The commutation of pension shall become absolute in the case 
of an employee - 

(a) retiring on superannuation or voluntary retirement who 
submits an application for commutation of pension before 
the date of retirement, on the date following the date of 
retirement: 

Provided that the employee governed by sub- 
regulation (3) of regulation 29 shall not apply for 
commutation of a part of his pension before the expiry of 
the notice of three months and the commutation of 
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pension shall become absolute only on the expiry of the 
period of notice referred to in sub-regulation (1) of 
regulation 29; 

(b) retiring on superannuation or on voluntary retirement or 
on premature retirement, if he applies for commutation of 
pension after the date of retirement but before the 
completion of one year from the date of retirement, on 
the date the application for commutation is received by 
the Competent Authority; 

(c) retiring on superannuation or on voluntary retirement or 
on premature retirement, if he applies for commutation of 
pension after one year from the date of retirement, on 
the date of the medical certificate given by a medical 
officer approved by the Bank; 

(d) who has retired prior to the 1 st day of November, 1993 
and who opts to be governed by these regulations, on the 
1 st day of November, 1993, where the application for 
commutation is made within the period specified by 
clause (b) of sub-regulation (1) of regulation 3;
